This copy is much superior to most of those which are now 
purchasable. The title is of the genuine issue of 1624, having portraits 
of King James, Queen Elizabeth, and of the bareheaded “ Carolvs 
Princeps.” The portrait of the Duchess of Richmond is a genuine 
original impression of Delaram’s plate; the maps of New England, of 
Ould Virginia, and of the Summer 11s are in their original state as 
issued in 1624. The map of Virginia bears the numbers “ 1690-1691 ” 

(altered from “1692-1693”) which prove that it was not printed before 
1626, but this is the only point in which the volume cannot be 
described as a veritable first issue of the book. The Matoaka portrait, 
which of course does not belong to the book, was re-engraved in 
modern days, and a copy of the re-engraving is inserted for the 
gratification of the purchaser.

461 leaves {i.e. 227, the first blank+234) in double columns, with 
48 lines to the column. This Bible of Bernhard Richel’s is almost 
like a work of Strassburg typography ; the angular types resemble 
rather those of Eggesteyn than any others.—The first printer, Berthold, 
had begun to print a Bible some years before, but he never survived 
to finish it. For that reason copies are found of the mixed work of 
Berthold and Bernhard. This can only be explained by supposing 
that Berthold’s stock came at his death into Richel’s hands, and that 
the latter printed a second volume to complete Berthold’s first one. 

Richel seems to have produced not only that continuation, but also two 
or three Bibles entirely in his own type, the last of them in i486. 

A particular feature of this Bible is the introduction of printed 
references in very small type on the margins of the Gospels, to serve 
the purpose of a Diatessaron. The woodcut (or metal cut) initials are 
also a striking feature; they are ornamental in character and some of 
them contain heads. 

The paper-mark is usually the bull’s head, but we also find the 
Roman capital D with a rod running upwards and downwards through 
the right vertical line of the upright stem. 

The second copy has the six leaves of Menardus’s Notitia librorum 
Biblie , given in duplicate. One set is inserted at the end of the 
Psalter, thus making Vol. I seem to contain 232 leaves ; the other at 
the end of the Old Testament in Vol. II. Thus the total number of 
leaves in this copy is 466 (it has not the blank first leaf).

From his own statement we know that at about this 
time he was in Cologne, which was the only town in which he had 
been where typography was practised.

But what then cost five guineas, without any information as to the Quartos purchased, 
is now buyable, in a new form for 10s fid, with the addition of a critical Introduction 
to the text by a competent Shakspere scholar. 

The New Shakespeare Society at first intended to reprint the best Shakespeare 
Quartos, but cave up its scheme in favour of its founder Mr. Furnivall, who under¬ 
took to superintend the issue of a series of photo-lithographic Facsimiles of all the most 
important Shakespeare Quartos, executed by Mr. W. Griggs, of Elm House. Hanover 
Street, Peckham. The Duke of Devonshire, Mr. Alfred H. Hath, the Trustees of the 
British Museum, the Master and Senior Fellows of Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
the Curators of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, allowed their book-treasures to be 
photographed. 

The result is a body of absolutely faithful reproductions, accompanied by critical 
remarks upon the texts which are vastly superior to anything else hitherto published in 
illustration of the works of Shakespeare.

A publication has long been wanted by lecturers on the history of Oriental art 
showing in historical and chronological order typical examples of Egyptian art. 

Where available copies on the subject exist, they are mostly too small, faulty in 
execution and often difficult of access, through being hidden in books and periodicals 
including other subjects. In order to supply such a want this work is now published. 
It will be in 144 Elates in chronological sequence, containing a collection of the best

This exhaustive Encyclopaedia of Religions is by an author whose previous works were 
very well received by the press, and established his reputation as a scholar and a thinker.

There are many special articles on Buildings , Countries , Places , Races , Languages , 
and Writing. Anthropology, Ethnology, Geology, and Geography are thus considered 
as affecting the Faiths of Man. 

The history and meaning of Symbols are discussed in such articles as that on Arks, 
Bridges, Crosses, Eye, Foot, Hand, Labarum, Lingam, Maypoles, Phallus, Rosaries, 
Stones, Svastika, Totems, Trisul, and Yoni. The lives and influence of historic Persons 
are considered in articles on Abram, Apollonius, Arius, Asoka, Celsus, Clement, Darwin, 
Hammurabi, Hume, Irenmus, Kant, Moses, Origen, Panini, Paul, Philo, Sargina, 
Tertullian, and many others. 

This short account of some of the contents of these volumes may suffice to show that 
the work is one of unique character, and a monument of learning and research, well up 
to the latest scientific standard. The author was in possession of all the chief 
encyclopedias on such subjects ; but these are either out of date, or are confined to some 
special branch of the general subject. They have been duly consulted, but the 
information in the present work is due to original research, and is later than any to be 
found in even the latest dictionaries. 

“ Faiths of Man ” will not only be found indispensable to the student of religions, 
but also of interest to the general intelligent public. It is written by one who desired 
not to wound the feelings of any believers, whether Christians, Moslems, Hindus, or 
others.

The present volume is probably entitled, whatever its individual 
merits and value may be considered to be, to the credit of being 
wholly on new and independent lines ; and after all the re¬ 
searches and conclusions of the editors and critics, it aims at 
placing in a fresh and very different light many of the most 
important features in the biography and literary history of the 
Poet.

In its fun, its great earthy joy in life, it is like Rabelais; and in its style, so crisp, curt, so 
like the cracking of a whip, it stands by itself, for no English writer, since the writers of the 
great English translations, has had such a gift in such abundant fulness. Here is wisdom, 
wit, and splendid narrative, ‘ pressed down and overflowing.’ And the book is by some great 
unknown, itself known only to a few, and it is little likely that the name of the hidden writer 
will ever come to light. It was written by one of the mighty ones, a Liberal, as we suspect, 
and dedicated to • the Earl of . . assumed by the editor to be the Earl of Ormonde 1 . 

“ This ‘ History of Mr. John De Castro ’ was first published early in the spring of 1815, by 
a certain T. Egerton of Whitehall,* a publisher whose name is new to us. Mr. Walsh, the 
editor of the present edition, tells us that he has been unable to trace more than one review of 
that issue, and this solitary review, in the ‘ New Monthly,’is very brief, though most flattering 
in its tenour. It was, of course, a bad season for any new book, as throughout the spring of 
that year England and Europe were spinning in the eddy whose vortex was Waterloo. We 
know that it was ‘ a ghastly period for anyone with Liberal sentiments ’; and the sycophants 
of the 4 Edinburgh * and the ‘ Quarterly ’ passed it by, we suppose, partly in hatred, partly in 
fear. The reviewers on those two periodicals would have been charmed to stab, we do not 
doubt, yet they were not too dense to see that the unknown author of the book was too 
terrible a man with his pen to stir up lightly. They, therefore, held their hands, and the 
book went under silently, waiting for a fitter audience and a fitter time. It may have been 
known to Thackeray, as Mr. Walsh boldly proclaims, yet we fail to see any trace of such an 
influence in Thackeray’s work. The author may have been indebted to Sterne, as Mr. Walsh 
bids us believe, yet there is nothing in the man’s manner to warrant the debt. If he were 
indebted to anyone he was indebted to Motteux and Urquhart, to North and Adlington and 
Decker. His was too full-blooded a temperament, too manly a vigour, to go a-dallying in 
Sterne’s flimsy salon. He got his style, where he got his wisdom, among the simple great 
men who tell the plain truth. If his bluntness offends it is because we have taken too much 
green tea and havo tense nerves, not because he is ‘ boorish,’ or hyperborean. Truth is often 
painful, and to be sharply admonished in a book bought for one’s amusement is doubly 
painful. But it is better to have the truth, and pain, than a lie, and sugar-candy. Better, 
by a great deal, have this man with his mighty honesty of word than all the Sternes that ever 
smirked. We keep wondering, as we write, of the effect a * school ’ of such novelists as this 
might have upon us. 

“ We think him a great stylist. We think him a great poet. We think him a wise, witty, 
manly man. He may have been George Colman. He may have been Cobbett. He may, for 
all we know, have been some one of the mighty Norfolk men, George Borrow’s friends. It is 
enough, perhaps, if we call him the last of the Elizabethans. The last Englishman to write, 
in the clean style, with the abundant manner, of our mightier minds.”— The Daily News .

Above all things, he is human and catholic in his sympathies. That he is an Irishman he 
is almost at pains to proclaim ; but he might safely have left the question of his nationality 
to the judgment of the percipient reader. He has his antipathies as well as his enthusiasms, 
and is never so palpably good-humoured as when he is railing at some pet aversion or 
crushing his favourite form of Philistine or Prig. His handsome volume is embellished 
with a number—we must adopt his own outspoken eulogy—of * excellent illustrations of 
mountain scenery from the magnificent collection ' of his friend Mr. Duddell, and some 
beautiful pictures of coast views and vegetation of the littoral zone, contributed by 
Miss E. Wilmott. These are only a few of his collaborateurs ; yet, when all is said, it is 
the text, with its felicitous blending of a gossiping, almost rollicking, style, and the faithful 
revelation of the results of exact and loving observation, that constitutes the charm. His 
method can be best indicated by examples. The author takes each natural object in 
succession as the subject of a little monograph, in which are combined all sorts of light from 
science and history, and observation, humorous and philosophic, of life. The Riviera 
becomes a little mirror of the universe, and the history of ancient days is invoked to illustrate 
the afternoon walk.
